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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 30, 31 , 39 and 40 are drawn to invention(s) previously non-elected in this 
application prior to the RCE filed on 27 February 2007. These claims remain non- 
elected, and are withdrawn from consideration. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described In (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 21-29 and 32-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) or (e) as anticipated 
by or. in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Patel et al, Hatsuda et 
al, EP 0 630 909 A1 or EP 0 296 331 B1 . 

The presently claimed polymer compositions are herein rejected for the same 
reasons as presented in the decision by The Board as applied to the products of the 
previous claims. The new claims add limitations with regard to the oscillation being "at a 
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frequency that is in the same order of magnitude as the residence time", but there is no 
evidence on record that this is materially different with regard to the characteristics of 
the product, especially commensurate in scope to the claimed parameters to be varied 
and the polymers used. The presumption that the products disclosed in the reference 
being the same as those of applicants' product-by-process claims as well as the prima 
facie obviousness analysis of The Board remain applicable to the current claims. The 
rejection of these claims is, therefore, proper. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it. in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 21-29 and 32-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The concept that the oscillation is 
"at a frequency that is in the same order of magnitude as the residence time" does not 
find support in the specification as filed, and is, therefore, new matter.
